In the Canadian North- 
ern railway-the government had a 
splendid system, but it was without 
branch lines or terminals in the east 
and ‘could not gather freight in the 
east for shipment west. 

If the Grand Trunk was. not taken 
over, it ‘would be necessary to spend 
from $100,000,000° to .$200,000,000 for 
in the 
east in the next three or four:years 
and the government would find that 
it still had two competitors. for rail- 
way business in the Grand Trunk and 
Canadian Pacific railways. - By ac- 
quiring the Grand. Trunk the outlay 
for terminals and duplication would 
be. averted. 

Some newspapers had stated that 
the government was ahout to saddle 
the country with an additional handi- 
cap of. $12,000,000 yearly, but’ there 
was really. no such handicap for the 
road in question had been paying in- 
terest on debenture stock and guar- 
atiteed stock: No default had yet oc- 
curred and there had been a certain 
amount to distribute in dividends to 
the shareholders.

DISASTER 


DENEKINE DRIVING A .GREAT 
t WEDGE 


London, Oct. 16—Forced back by 
the. onslaughts of enemies on four 
fronts, the armies of the Soviet gov- 
ernment of Russia appear to be fac- 
ing a@ period pregnant with disaster.

Petrograd is doomed to capture in 
the opinion of observers, Gen. Yude- 
nitch being at Gathchina, only 25 
miles south of the former SUSHIAR 
capital. 

In the extreme north the ncueheen 
Russian army has broken the resist- 
ance of the Bolshevik, according to 
reports, and are pursuing the enemy 
toward Onega, a village about 189 
miles west of Archansel. Further 
(0 the south it has forced its way far 
dewn along the-Dvina river. Polish 
forccs have captured Kovno, on th: 
extreme northern end of their line, 

DRIVE GIANT WENGE 

Denekine’s men have driven a giant 
wedge into central Russia as far as 
Orel and are thought to be on their 
way toward Tula, an important rail- 
way centre that is considered the key 
to Moscow. East of the Urals is 
Admiral Kolchak’s army, but it is 
seemingly too far away to enter into 
a consideration as a vital factor in 
the situation which is developing” in 
Russia proper. Generals Denékine 
and Yudenitch and‘ Admiral Kolchak 
are said to be operating in close co-j 
ordination. 

West of Gen. Denekine’s army are 
forces of Ukrainians, who, while sup- 
posed to be hostile to the Bolshevik |'‘ 
have declared war on Denekine be- 
cause'of alleged atrocities perpe- 
trated by the latter's soldiers on their 
advance toward Moscow. Reports 
have been received, however, that 
part of the Ukrainian army has 
joined Denekine, -having been assur-

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POLITICAL DEVELOPMENTS 


The Manitoba Free Press, for 
many years the leading Liberal 
paper of the West, and now an 
equally staunch supporter of the 
Union Government, is not inclined to 
believe that the usefulness of the 
present Administration is by any 
means past, and says that circum- 
stances appear to point in the flirec- 
tion of the definite formation of a 
Unionist party. The caucus held at 
Ottawa on Thursday, at which Sir 
Robert Borden expounded the policy 
of the government to date with cer- 
tain foreshadowings of future policy, 
must be régarded as a step in this 
direction. The drift towards the 
formation of the party is perhaps 
not so much due to the desires of in- 
dividuals as to the pressure of 
events. 

There was no apparent reason why 
the expectations of those who joined 
hnds in 1917 to carry out a definite 
war programme should not be ful- 
The purpose then was to 
create an artificial party for a par- 
ticular purpose which, upon the com- 
pletion of its original purpose, would 
disintegrate into its original  ele- 
ments. That this has not happened, 
and is not now likely to happen, is 
the result of a series of events, some 
of them due to the actions of indi- 
viduals, some the result of uncon- 
trollable agencies. 

It is perhps worth while looking 
at political developments in the 


* sister Dominions, says the Winnipeg 


paper, for the light that these throw 
upon our own situation. In New 
Zealand there was a coalition be- 
tween the two recognized parties. 
Sir Joseph Ward leader of the Lib- 
eral party, and Mr. Massey, leader 
ot the Reform party, joined forces 
and the result was the formation of 
® war government under a_ joint 
premiership with equal division of 
portfolios. This government remain- 
ed intact until the peace treaty was 
ratified; then, the tsk to which they 
had set their hand being completed, 
Sir Joseph Ward and his colleagugs 
retired; the old party lines re- 
emerged; and an elecetion is now to 
be held to determine whether the 
Liberals or the reformers are to be 
entrusted with the future adminis- 
tation of the Dominion. 

In Australia events took a differ- 
ent course. There, too, a fusion gov- 
ernment for war purposes emerged 
but it did not represent a coalition 
between two definite narties. The 
Labor party, which held office under 
the premiership cf W. M. Hughes, 
was disrupted by differences over 
conscription and other war measures. 
About half the members of the gov- 
ernment resigned and went into op- 
position followed by a majority of the 
Labor members. Mr. Hughes then 
formed a war administration by tak- 
ing in the leaders of the Liberals; and 
the National Government, as it called 
itself, hs since been kept in power hy 
© combination of Laborites who still 
assept the leadership of Mr. Hughes 
an Liberals. Now that the war is 
over, there is no prospect of a re- 
union of the Labor party; the family

National or under the name of the 
Liberal majority in the coalition. — 
Had events in Canada followed a 
course parallel to that which was 
taken in New Zealand the outcome 
would probably have ‘been the sme; 
the precedent set at Confederation 
would have been followed. ‘But it 
was found impossible in Canada to 
bring the leader of the Liberal party. 
and the leader of the Conservative 
party together in the sme govern- 
ment; and wher the dire necessities 
of war obliged a union of forces, it 
was preceded by -a split in the Lib- 
eral party which—as was inevitable 
under the circumstances—was accom- 
panied by bitterness and by recrimin- 
ation. Our sitution more closely re- 


-|sembles that which obtains in Aus- 


tralia; and the outcome is likely to 
be the same. The reuniting of a 
party divided in the first place by pro- 
found differences about the war and 
with these differences inflamed by 
attacks and counter-attacks involving 
imputations of motives and asper- 
sions upen personal character, is not 
to be readily accomplished even un- 
der able and conciliatory leadership. 


Leadership of this kind in the section|' 


of the Liberal party. which remained 
in opposition and’ which, taking Cana- 
da as a whole, undoubtedly retains a 
majority of the membership of the 
olé party, has been wholly lacking. 

These circumstances lead the Free 
Press to conclude that a set of. con- 
ditions have been created which fav- 
or the formation of a new political 
group; and the probabilities are that 
this will be the outcome of the dis- 
cussions and negotiations now going 
on at Ottawa. Assuming that this is 
the outcome it does not however fol- 
low that, as a matter of course, the 
new Unionist party will set up in 
business with a membership made up 
of all the Conservatives in Canada 
plus all the Liberals who in 1917 sup- 
ported the government’s war policy. 
The moment the Unionist movement 
is transformed into the Unionist par- 
ty, looking forward to programmes 
not of war but of peace, every Liber- 
al-Unionist and every Conservative 
recovers his complete freedom to de- 
cide his future political course. The 
moral contract entered into in 1917 
will have, been discharged in full; and 
it will be for each elector to deter- 
mine for himself what his future pol- 
itical affiliations will be. The Union- 
ist party leaders will havea natural 
and proper advantage in that, in the 
vast majority of .cases, supporters of 
the Unionist movement will give sym- 
pathetic hearing and consideration to 
their claims for continued support; 
they will have a preferred position in 
the race for the favor of these elec- 
tors. But the judgment of the elec- 
tors will, in the’main, be given on the 
programme of the future; the appeal 
on the grounds of past achievement 
or of party loyalty will be relatively 
slight. In short, the Unionist party 
will be given a fair field and no 
favor; and it will have to make good 
or fall by the wayside.

When Edward, Prince of Wales—eager, bright 
eyed, smiling and sincere—arrived in Canada in 
August, and when he voiced his great admiration of 
the wonderful achievements of Canadians, on the 
fields: of battle and at home, once again we were 
thrilled with joyous pride. oe oe 

He asked concerning Canada’s reconstruction pro- 
gramme, and when he was told of the Victory Loan 
1919, he graciously consented to the use of his Coat 
of Arms on a flag, which is to be the prize of honour 
for districts achieving their quota in the loan. 

In dedicating “The Prince’s Flag” at Ottawa on 
Labor Day, His Royal Highness said in part:— 

._ “It is a great joy to me to be associated with the 
loan, which is the bridge between war and peace, and 
which. is finishing off the job.” 
~ “E hope every city and district will win my flag.” 

Striking, and beautiful in design, this flag will form 
not only an unique memento of Victory Year, but a 
lasting and outstanding souvenir of the visit of His . 
Royal -Highness—a visit which will remain as one of 
the most memorable events in Canada’s history. 

Thé reproduction above shows the design of the 
flag. The body is white, the edge red; in the upper 
left hand corner is the Union Jack, and in the lower 
right hand corner the Prince of Wales’ Coat of Arms. 

The flag is made in two sizes, 4 feet 6 inches by 
9 feet for small cities, towns and villages, and 7 feet - 
by 13 feet 6 inches for cities of over 10,000 population. 

Canada has been divided into canvassing districts 
by the Victory Loan Organization. Each city forms 
one district. Other districts have been determined, 
according to population. 

Each of these canvassing districts has been allotted 
a certain amount in Victory Bonds to sell. To‘win
